tho Baxter Springs News: "Yellow Ham- 
mer was of royal blood, being a younger 
brother of Shack-Nasty Jim and first 
cousin-to Princess Mary. When he was 
brought hero from the lava bods of Ore- 
gon, after his tribe had been almost oblit-

States.

look for a more detailed report from here. 
On Saturday morning at six o'clock the 
meadows seemed to be a little fuller than 
usual, but it was thought owing to the ex- 
cesisve rain. At 7 a. m. the water began 
crossing the Boodentown road in front of 
Seidenstiokei's house; from that time on 
it rosa 12 or more inches every hour ua> 
til nightfall, when it slackened some, but 
kept on rising till Sunday morning at 11 
o'clock, when it came to a standstill. 
The water in the river was so high that it 
poured down upon us along over the 
whole river shore, the banks being no 
protection for this freshet. 
At 8 a. m. 


Saturday E. .Green lo droye bis cattle up 
to Fred Wurst'e for safety and during the 
day everybody along the river, and some 
in the Manor, too, were putting their live 
stock up on the high barnfloors for safety. 
A great many chickens drowned. 
Hogs 


were swimming in the water for some 
time before they could be Induced to safe 
quarters. 
Many cellars were flooded and 


many people had to move up to the second 
story. George Nagle had water five and 
one-half feet deep in the house. 
Some 


houses were damaged, walls cracked, cel- 
lar walls caved in, corncribsand other 
outbuildings upset, barnyard and other 
fences washed away.

The bridge was built in 1842, and was 
owned by the North Ponn Railroad Com- 
pany.

MR. WANOER IMTERROOATED. 


Of ail the letters received by the Phila- 


delphia North American from the Penn- 
sylvania Congressmen In regard to the 
deepening of the channel of the Delaware 
river, only one failed to give a hearty en- 
dorsement of the effort being made to en- 
list government assistance In behalf of 
that most commendable enterprise. The 
only discordant note in the otherwise 
unanimous sentiment sounded by Penn- 
sylvania's Senators, 
Congressmen and 


men of affairs is uttered by Representa- 
tive Irving P. Wanger, of the Bncks- 
Montgomery 
district, whose surprising 


repry to the North American's inquiry is 
as follows: 


I am earnestly in favor of the improve- 


ment of the facilities for commerce and 
transportation, but as Philadelphia will 
be the first and chiefly benefited it should 
take the initiative in the movement for 
deepening the Delaware river channel 
and show by her substantial contribution 
to that und the sincerity and intensity of 
purpose of her citizens. 


The national government should not be 


expected to appropriate millions, and it 
certainly will not make such appropria- 
tions, for the mere purpose of gratifying a 
sentimental desire to give Philadelphia as 
deep a channel to the sea as New York or 
some other seaport city has or seeks to 
have. 
( 
It is doubtless needless for me to sug- 


gest this and that Philadelphia must have 
the trade now and the reasonable assur- 
ances of commerce hereafter which make 
it necessary and advisable to deepen the 
Delaware river channel to thirty-five feet 
and be herself ready to share in the 
burden if national aid is to be expected. 


It is scarcely necessary for me to indi- 


cate" more clearly the character of legisla- 
tion I shall be delighted to urge, if condi- 
tions justify advocacy and support. 


It will gratify my local pride, no less 


than that of all other residents of Eastern 
Pennsylvania, to see as deep a channel to 
the sea from Philadelphia as any other 
American city enjoys, but I shall not feel 
justified in voting the money of the 
nation towards any project which does not 
promise national results 
nor towards 


which the persons and Interests who will 
bo Immediate beneficiaries are not willing 
to themselves substantially contribute. 


Trusting that Philadelphia may resume 


hero De-time primacy in commercial no 
less than in other matters. 


IRVING P. WANGER. 


Mr. Wanger's position upon thu deeper 


channel proposition is indefensible, and 
we aru at a loss to understand how a man 
of his fine judgment and ripe experience 
can view the matter in the light of "a 
sentimental desire to give Philadelphia as 
deep a channel to the sea as New York 
city or some other seaport city has or 
seeks to have." 


What actions upon the part of the 


Government tend to build and strengthen 
the nation? Is it not a fact that any 
effort directed toward the permanent im- 
provement of any city results in benefit 
to the nation? Millions of dollars are 
spent by the government to defend coast 
cities from attack by foreign foes, there- 
fore, why not deolai e, Let the municipal- 
ties take care of themselves? Why is not 
Galveaton told to take eare of her own 
harbor? Why does the delta of the Mis- 
sissippi claim its millions from the nation- 
al treasury? Why are lighthouses and 
bonys placed at dangerous points? Why 
are burs dredged and jetties erected by the 
government? Why are new postofflees 
erected and rural mail routes established ? 
Why did Bristol get letter carriers? Why 
are ship subsidies proposed and why are 
millons voted for Chicago, Buffalo and 
the St. Louis fairs? Why are soldiers 
and their widows pensioned? Why nas 
Mr. Wanger during his long Congression- 
al career voted for the appropriation of 
millions for the makiig "navigable" the 
endless assortment of Squedunk creeks in 
the West? In fact can our Representative 
tell us of any instance wherein an appro- 
priation does not primarily benefit some 
individual or locality? 


According to our poor wisdom anything 


which tends to enlighten or prosper any 


iction of the country in the end re- 


dounds to the benefit of the nation. We 
believe here 011 the Atlantic seaboard that 
the government should foster irrigation on 
tho arid plains of New Mexico, Arizona, 
Wyoming, Montana, 
Kansas, Nebraska 


and other Western districts that the 
Alkali deserts 
may 
be -transformed 


to productive soil because it will be 
wealth to that section and in their turn 
add to the richness of the nation. 


The business interests of Philadelphia 


are a unit for a deeper channel to the sea, 
and the various commercial bodies have 
raised a sum of money to inaugurate the 
work of deepening the channel. When 
the task is completed, Pennsylvania will 
be greatly advanced, as a result, in its 
progress, and the nation will share in the 
enhancement. 
Any improvement that 


may be made to the channel of the lower 
Delaware cannot but help to benefit trade 
of the upper portions of the river upon 
which borders a portion of Mr. Wanger's 
district and we fail to comprehend, by 
what method of reasoning the Repre- 
sentative of the 
Eighth Congressional 


District 
has reached the decision to 


oppose the splendid effort that is being 
made to gain government aid in making 
a 35-feet deep channel from Philadelphia 
tort he sea. 


It Is appalling, when one stops to con- 


sider, the amount of energy and funds 
that are annually expended In the nation 
to preserve man from mau. Millions of 
dollars of the tax payers' money in each 
State goes each year toward the main- 
tenance of peace and order. 
Peniten- 


tiaries and jails, courts and their officials, 
and paid armies of guardians of the peace 
cause expenditures of money the aggre- 
gate amount of which in this State alone 
is staggering—all occasioned by a refusal 
of the human being to live along the lines 
of right and justice. 
In dealing with 


criminals brought to the bar of justice it 
is the habit to inflict such terms of im- 
prisonment as is thought that best befits 
the crime. Whether this is the correct 
method or not is now debated. In this 
connection the Wycombe Herald says: 


Reports are being made to create pub- 


lic sentiment in favor of Indeterminate 
sentences for criminals to be confined in 
penal institutions. 
The indeterminate 


sentence, as the phraseology impliet, does 
away with stated terms of imprisonment 
for crime. 
The advocates of it hold 


that criminality is a disease, and the 
treatment of criminals like that of other 
diseased persons, should be continued un- 
til they are cnred, or so nearly that it is 
safe to discharge them. The argument is 
put forth that the State has as much right 
to protect itself from the criminal as 
from the dargerous insane. A confirmed 
criminal should not be permitted to per- 
petuate his species, to contaminate his 
fellows, or go abroad while bis moral 
nature, irresistibly or pervertedly, leads to 
depredations upon society. 
Such a one 


should be confined until cured, or appar- 
ently cured, and then only discharged, 
under parole, with power to retake him 
upon a relapse into crime. The inde- 
terminate sentence has been applied in a 
limited way by different states, but with 
what degree of success we are not pre- 
pared to say. 


In an amusing appeal to tho Democrats 


of the county, the Doylestown Democrat 
makes a complete argumentative somer- 
sault. A few days ago it was vigorous in 
its eloquence urging Independent voting, 
telling its readers that it was an attribute 
of good clizenahip when a man had been 
tried in office and found satisfactory to 
cast aside party pride and feality and vote 
to retain such an officer irrespective of 
partisan allegiance. 
Republicans were 


solicited to ignore the action of their con- 
vention, at wh oh a candidate for Judge 
was unanimously nominated, and vote for j 
the Democratic nominee. In trying to 
heal the reach in the Democratic party 
caused 
by Judge Yerkes' bolting the 


ticket in 1896 the Democrat changes its 
tune to fit the occasion and says: 


The Democrats who are not reconciled 


to those who then [1896] opposed them 
pride themselves in being strict party 
men.

A Washington meeting recently 
endorsed Mr. Hearst. 
The affair 
is 


described in the Hearst circular as fol- 
lows: "At a vast anti-trust mass meeting 
held in Washington on August 13, under 
the auspices of organized labor, Mr. 
Hearst was nominated for President by 
acclamation aiid amid scenes of enthusi- 
asm." 
The pamphlet modestly claims 


that Mr. Hearst Is responsible for every- 
thing good which has occurred during 
the last three or 'four years, which has 
been noted or reported upon in the Hearst 
newspapers—the New York Journal, the 
Chicago American and the San Francisco 
Examiner. Mr. Hearst will be a mem- 
ber of the next Oonrgess as • repre- 
sentative from the eleventh New York 
district.

This issue was raised and in- 
listed upon by the Democratic candidate 
•nd his friends. Are they to be permitted 
to trifle with it, or is it something real 
and serious? Is it a faroe, a political 
joke? Republicans have gladly accepted 
the issue and stand upon the same plat- 
form. They declare that they, too, are 
opposed to a political Judiciary. Each 
party has nominated a candidate supposed 
to represent this principle. How, then, 
•re the people, honest and conscientious 
voters, to determine which candidate ap- 
pears to be sincere and which Insincere? 
Smply through inquiry into the record of 
each. In this matter it is essential, that 
the voter should be honest. Now, what is 
the record of the Democratic 
candidate? 


Is it the record of the politician, the 
officeholder, the party leader and manag- 
e;? 
The Democratic candidate's own 


party paper stated editorially the other 
day that he had been a Democrat all his 
life, a leader and organizer to whose ap- 
peals Democratic voters were always quick 
to respond. This is Democratic testimony 
intended to Influence Democrats. This 
party leader began his political career as 
an officeholder. Be secured appointments 
as solicitor to other officeholders. He 
was elected district Attorney. He held 
the office of State Senator. He was elect- 
ed Judge by the defeat of an admirable 
Judge in a bitter partisan conflict for an 
office be declares should not be the sub- 
ject of partisan strife.

political platform he failed to abstain 
from politics. Every leader In bis party 
and every citizen conversant with the 
political history of the oounty during the 
last ten years knows this to be a fact 
In 


that respect he has been tried and found 
wanting. He is now presented to the 
people for a third term upon the plea that 
the county should have a non-offlceseeking, 
non-partisan, 
non-political 
Judiciary. 


What about the other man? He has 
held the office of District Attorney which 
every young lawyer seeks in turn. That 
is his political record. 
With the excep- 


tion of a few years he has lived in this 
county all his life and has never been re- 
garded, even by his political opponents, 
as a party leader or politician. He has 
sustained and voted for the Democratic 
candidate for Judge but the latter was 
not sufficiently non-partisan to vote for 
him for District Attorney. He has never 
been an officeholder or officeseeker except 
upon the occasion referred to and would 
not be at the present time had the people 
not insisted upon 
his nomination for 


Judge. His opponent sought the nomina- 
tion for Judge when Watson was defeated 
in a partisan contest and now brands this 
man, who did not seek it, as an offlce- 
seeking politician whose purpose is to 
prostitute the Judiciary of this county.

defeat of a non-partisan, non-political 
Judge who has held office continuously 
for more 
than a quarter of a century. 


Now, it is not the purpose of The Repub- 
lican to aroute any anger or resentment 
over the malicious and unjust charges 
made against the Republican candidate.

York City, if he will take the trouble to learn 
what has happened, must inevitably write 
with kindling enthusiasm. With only a 
moderate increase in the expense of munici- 
pal government, the aged and Inarm who 
have became public dependents have been 
humanely cared for, and the curable sick 
have been given a greatly increased chance 
of speedy recovery. By sanitary inspection, 
the compulsory removal of filth, the quick 
detection of sources of dangerous infection, 
and the letting in of light and sir, under the 
beneficient operations at (he new laws gov- 
erning the construction and alteration of 
tenement houses, the health and physical 
welfare of the great body of the working 
people of the city have been safeguarded m 
a degree which presents a most striking con- 
traft, not only to the last, but to all former 
administration^ The multiplication of small 
parks and playgrounds, and the creation ol 
new public baths at plaoes where they are 
accessible to the maximum number of people, 
are typical and brilliant illustrations of the 
genuine concern which is shown by the sei- 
vants ef the people for the real needs of the 
popu'aoe. 


Even the courts, which naturally change 


most slowly, under the quickening stimulus 
•applied by the vigorous district attorney, 
and by the more vigilant public opinion 
which is a usual accompaniment of reform 
epocki, have dealt out a mare sptady and 
even-banded administration of justice. Crim- 
inals who have felt themselves safely in- 
Irennhed behind the police "system" -and 
thtir unlimited wealth, or behind seme po- 
litical power ot undefined strength, have 
been crowded unceremoniously to the pris- 
oners' bar. and have been sentenced u if 
they were but common felons.—From "Muni- 
cipal Ketorm ana Social Welfare in New 
York," by Edward T. Devine, in the Ameri- 
can Monthly Bwiew of Reviews for October.

POINTS. 


/TAfter the terrific rain storm of Thursday 
and Friday of last week the Delaware val- 
ley was visited by the most destructive 
flood, caused by the freshet in the river, 
ever known in the history of the region. 
While but little damage was done in Bris- 
tol, less favored localities were at the 
mercy of the wild waters^ 


Here the actual destruction of property 


was light, and no oases of distress have 
been reported. Probably .the most seri- 
ous local result of the copious rainfall 
was caused by the break in the bank of 
the mill pond, just this side of the old 
mineral springs, which permitted a tor- 
rent of water to flow across Bath street to 
the width of about a hundred feet, and 
three feet deep. The turbulent water, as 
though glad to be released from bondage, 
flowed across the open space at the head 
of Swain street and emptied into Otter 
creek, swelling tnat stream beyond it* 
natural confines, causing a flood on Otter

jAlong the river bank the freshet reach- 
ed the highest known point, rising con- 
siderably higher than the time during the 
memorable ice gorge in 1881. 
At the foot 


of Mill street the water came up to the 
second step of the Delaware House porch, 
and filled the basement of Jeffries' Hotel 
and flooded Bannister's marble yard. 
Water street, between Mill and Market, 
was only reached by the aid of small 
boats. The lower floor of the postomce 
building -was filled to the depth of six 
inches and the basements of many of the 
bonses along the east side of RadcUffe 
street were inundated. 


At the pumping station of the Bristol 


water works probably the most serious 
inconvenience occurred where the water 
reached in the boiler and tno pumping 
rooms to the depth of twenty-two inches, 
and on Sunday the water cut off the draft 
of the boilers, making it impossible to 
keen up steam. The pumps were stopped 
and the town was without water service 
for most of the day. 
While engaged in 


his duties Superintendent Joyce was com- 
pelled to use a row boat in the building 
to carry coal to the boilers. It is estimat- 
ed that about ten tons of the pile of soft 
coal in the yaid of the works was washed 
away. 
« 


The steamboat wharves were complete- 


ly submerged and on Saturday the Colum- 
bia landed its few passengers in row 
boats. The river and the canal basin 
flowed together and the rear of tne 
premises on the southside of Mill street 
were inundated. * 


Trolley traffic 
was 
interrupted 
for 


several days. 
The Doylestown line land- 


ed its passengers on the Bath road beyond 
the borough limits, and an enterprising 
person with vehicles 
reaped a small 


harvest by charging ten cents each to ford 
the stream. The same conditon prevailed 
on Otter street, but the Philadelphia, 
Bristol and Trenton Company prevented 
tha gouging of its passengers by furnish- 
ing a stage to transfer the people across 
the stream at that point. I 


At Edgely the turupiftrHras flooded, pre- 


venting the running of the trolley cars be- 
tween Mdrrisville, Tullytown and Bristol. 


On Otter street on Friday night the 


residents adjacent 
to the creek were 


startled at a late hour by the rapid rise of 
the water in the stream, and hastily pre- 
parations for moving were made, 
In 


several of the houses the water covered 
the whole lower floors to a considerable 
depth. 
At midight Washmgton?Headley, 


driver for the Atlantic Refining Company, 
was compelled to wade in the water on 
Otter street up to his arm pits to get to 
the stable at the oil tanks to get out 
his horses. 


FLOOD AT OTHER POINTS. 


In Burlington about half of the city was 


submerged to a depth of several feet and 
row boats landed passengers at the rail- 
road 
station in the very centre of the 


town. The river cut a new channel back 
of the town, washing away three wagon 
roads, the Mt. Holly bridge, and tracks. 
The railroad tracks west of the city were 
under five feet of water. The sluice'dyke 
was broken and the pumping station was 
under water.

LEFT HANDED WICKEDNESS. 


Ilmnll« of nil I'nuKiml Investigation 


bY ProfeKNor LombroMO. 


I'rofes'xir Ccsare Loiubroso, the Ital- 


ian scientist skilled in detecting traces 
of abnormality, explains in the North 
American Keview the imperfections of 
the left Im'nded. 


1'cople who are more agile with the 


left than with tho right hand are most 
numerous among "women, children, 
savages and criminals." The nercent- 
nfte is about 4 per cent among men 
(operathes and soldiers), 5 to 8 per 
cent unions, women and about the 
same among lunatics. 


But among criminals Professor 5Iar- 


ro.found 13 per cent of the men and 22 
per cent of the women left handed, 
i-'w indlers offered a greater percentage, 
no less than 33, and murderers and 
ravishers only from 9 to 10 per cent. 


Professor Lombroso also discusses 


the fur more complex subject of "left 
sidedncss." 
Certain people are more 


sensitive upon tiio left side than upon 
the right. This condition has no con- 
nection with left handeduess and is 
highest in lunatics, 44 per cent. 


Parrots are left handed, and so are 


lions, foollet found in twenty-seven 
monkeys the left shoulder heavier than 
the right. 


tf'omen, children and primitive races 


make gestures and simple movements 
from right to left. This is why wom- 
en button their garments in a different 
direction from men and why early 
languages, like the Arabic, are writ- 
ten from right to left. Very old chro- 
nometers were wound from right to 
left, not from left to right, as at pres- 
ent. 


Hpwever, Professor Lombroso hedges 


by saying' "One can without difficulty 
find among good men real left banded- 
ness, as among the greatest evildoers 
there are some who ha\ e not that char- 
acteristic. I do not dream at all of say- 
ing that all left handed people are wick- 
ed, but that lett li.imk-dness. united to 
many otlier tiaits. may contribute to 
form one of tho worst 
characters 


among the human species."
